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JOHN DIETZ OF 
CAMERON DAM. 
FAME IS DEAD 

Milwaukee, Wis:, May 8.—[Spectal.] 
—The career of one of Wisconsin's 
most romantic characters ended here 
today with the death of John Dietz, 
defender of Cameron dam, who died 
this afternoon after a long illness. 
His wife and family, from whom he 
had been estranged since his release 
from Waupun, were at his bedside 
when he died. 

Dietz gained his fame in 1904 when, 
with his family, he barricaded himself 
in his north woods cabin and fought a 
whole state. His unerring rie made 
it impossible for ‘deputies to approach 
the cabin, and for ten years Dietz suc- 
cessfully resisted the law. 

A lumber company had tried to open 
Cameron dam, on Dietz’s property, to 
float logs down the Thornapple river. 
Dietz claimed that this action would 
ruin his land and refused to allow the 
lumber company to carry out its plans. 

Diets was arrested in 1910 and sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment for the 


murder of one of the deputies. His 
sentence was commuted to twenty 
years, and after serving eleven years

He was sent to 8 Military 
academy in the hope that discipline 
would cure him. He threw peanuts at 
the teacher and stayed only four 
weeks. Then he went to Williams Col- 
lege—and stayed four weeks. 

In later years there have been some 
encouraging episodes, the father went 
on. Stevenson was secretary of the St. 
Paul chamber of commerce. Later he 
became a newspaper reporter in Los 
Angeles. 

At 18, the youth married. The wife 
obtained a divorce last September.

Couldn’t Take Two Lives. 

Because of the “four-term’”’ rule. 
Mrs. Annan's case cannot be continued 
for more than four terms of court 
without her consent. If she is brought 
to trial before autumn her condition 
can be considered by the jury, since 
it has the right to pass sentence. If 
the jury should give her death 

“There is no direct statute covering 
such contingency.” said a former 
state’s attorney, “but the state would 
have to delay execution till after the 
birth of the child, sinee it would be 
taking two lives instead of one.” 

“Her condition has no bearing upon 
the legality of the case,” said her at- 
torney, William Scott Stewart. It 
would be a matter of executive clem- 
ency, once the sentence was passed. 
Or it might affect the jury.”

It thay make trouble and the trouble 
will fall on the administration and on the people. 
Congress, which is so sure in its national instinct, 
is derelict in what would make the nation safe in 
asserting its sovereignty and its right to control 
alien sources of its citizenship. But better assert.

Mr. Coolidge may veto this bill when congress 
has presented it to him. If he does we know from 
the past that congress will continue at the matter 
until it has had its way.

CCORDING to the papers, Quoting 
our old friend Dooley of Archey 
road, foot and mouth disease is 
abroad in California. Arizona has 
quarantined against her sister state to 
the west, and in order to enforce the 
quarantine has called out the state 
militia. 

The disease is supposed to have come 
into California from across the Pacific.

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Measures to prevent the introduction 
of disease from Europe through eastern 
ports will need to be somewhat modi- 
fed, and, in some respects, made more 
strict. Our neighbors across the Pacific 
have higher death rates and more con- 
tagion, as well as several diseases which 
rarely or never menace us on the eastern 
seaboard. 

Foot and mouth disease is a disease of 
lower animals and particularly of cloven 
fcoted animals such as cows. In Europe, 
it occasionally attacks human beings and 
every now and then somebody dies from 
it. The only American case of ‘foot and 
mouth disease in a human. being oc- 
curred in Kansas about six years ago 
and was reported by Sutton of Kansas 
City. The man recovered. 

The bacillus which causes it is not 
known unless we accept, unconfirmed, a 
reputed discovery made within the last 
month.’ It is highty contagious in a 
country to which it is new. It is spread 
by animals. If it is spread in any other 
way; nobody has proved the facts. 


— 


The method of control employed in 
this country.is by quarantine against 
premises on which the disease prevails 
and prompt destruction of all infected 
sick animals. This is an expensive 
method, but so far our people have been 
willing to pay the price rather than sec 
the disease established in this country, 


If left to themselves, most of the 
diseased animals would recover, though 
for a long time they would be thin, and 
recovered milk cows would be slow in 
returning to full milk producing ca- 
pacity. ’ 
Quarantine of one state against an- 
other, which prohibits people from trav- 
eling between states, or from carrying 
freight between states probably will 
prove unwise as such quarantines were 
proven unwise and ineffective ‘in tne 
south in the case of yellow fever some 
forty-odd years .

St. Paul, Minn., May 8.—The 
younger generation, often the target 
of attack by reformers and others, was 


defended by speakers at the annual 
convention of the National Congress 
of Mothers and Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation here today. 

Dr. Valeria H. Parker of New York 
City, director of the department of pro- 
tective measures of the American So- 
cial Hygiene association, was one of 
the defenders. 

“If, with the greater freedom of 
youth and opportunity calling them on 
every hand, they seem to show a false 
idea of the values of life, it is because 
we of the preseht parent generation 
have not prepared ourselves to guide 
young people by understanding their 
normal physiological and psychological 
development and the effects of the 
changing world upon them,” she said.

Dr. Parker urged the importance of 
careful study by parents of such scien- 
tific material as will enable them to 
prepare themselves to train the boys 
and girls of the present generatiéh to 
right ideals of family life and parent- 
hood, instead of leaving it to the street 
and the school yard to “distort the 
natural facts of life.” 

“That the haphazard methode of 
the past have not been successful,” 
said Dr. Parker, “is evidenced by the 
large number of broken homes. The 
keynote of this convention is training 
for parenthood. This training will be 
futile if it omits the analyzing of that 
great instinct on which parenthood is 
based.“

Dr. Parker urged formation of study 
groups by parents in accordance with 
the plan prepared in pamphlet form by 
the racial health committee of the 
congress in collaboration with the de- 
partment of educational measures of 
the American Social Hygiene associa- 
tion. 

Mrs. B. F. Langworthy of Chicago, 
chairman of the recreation and social 
standards committee of, the congress, 
also took up the defense, 5 |

range cattle grazed a half century ago 
and feed bunks stood thick in the pas- 
tures a few years ago, the dairy cow 
is rapidly gaining a strong foothold. 


Beef cattle feeding has given way 
to dairying, and crop rotations are 
being adjusted to supply feed for the 
milk cow and her two companions, 
the hog and the hen. Milk is separat- 
ed and the cream brings in à ready 
cash return, while the skimmed milk 
is fed to the hogs and chickens. 

More than 1,500 dairy cows have 
been brought into Emmet county alone 
within the last three years, and hun- 
dreds of acres of legume crops are 
being grown now to every one two 
years ago in this section. There are 
eight cream buying stations here in 
Estherville, besides dozens of others 
strung up and down the railroads in 
the northern tier of counties near the 
Iowa-Minnesota line. 


oo 


The farmers have built hundreds of 
miles of graveled and concrete roads 
so they can make regular deliveries of 
their cream and other farm products. 
Bight graveled roads lead into town, 
coming from all parts of this and ad- 
joining counties. Three codperative 
farmer owned creameries serve the 
farmers in this county. One of them 
turns out 8,000 pounds of butter a 
week. Holsteins and Guernseys are 
found on every side of the road and 
silos dot the whole countr#side. 

Farmers in this part of the state are 
in the process of shifting their crop- 
ping schedules. Corn and oats still 
dominate. Little wheat is grown here, 


down or cut and put into silos. Most 


of the soy beans-corn combination is 
hogged down to save labor. 

Sweet clover, another egume, is also 
being grown extensively in Emmet, 
Dickerson, and adjoining counties. 
More than 35,000 pounds of sweet clov- 
er seed is being used in Emmet county 


acreage here, too, especially among 
the farmers who grow this crop to 
furnish a substitute legume feed for 
silage. An unusual interest is being 
taken in sugar beets, a new crop that 
was introduced here two or three years 
ago. Appxorimately 1,800 acres will 
be planted this year. 


Farmers find sugar beets a good 1 
cash crop, besides the tops furnish an — 


excellent feed for cows. Many win- 
tered their cattle from October to 
March on beet tops, with only a small 
amount of other feeds. 

— 

One farmer who grew 117 acres of 
sugar beets last year kept records and 
found that the beet tops fed to cattle 
brought him $7.50 an acre, besides a 
return of $64 an acre on the beets. 
Beets sold around $9 a ton. The grow- 
ers in this district are averaging from 
9 to 18 tous to the acre on drift soil 
left here by glaciers. 

Less than one fourth of the corn has 
been planted here in the northern 
counties. Rains yesterday and today 
have kept most of the farmers out of 
their fields. However, most of the 
plowing has been done and farm work 
is about on schedule time for this 
territory.
